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Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-10, 14-22, & 25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was not 
suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was the fluid 
oxygenating apparatus and method of using the apparatus to debubbled the fluid 
comprising a core having a manifold having an outlet at the top end, a fiber bundle 
positioned around the core and between the outlet end of the manifold and the fluid 
outlet, and a bubble release disposed between the outlet end of the manifold and the 
fiber bundle in combination with the other elements (or steps) in the claims. The 
arrangement of the bubble release between the outlet end of the manifold and the fiber 
bundle allows the fluid to flow through the fluid inlet, into the manifold, out the outlet end 
of the manifold, through the fiber bundle, and out the outlet such that bubbles are 
released through the release port prior to passing through the fiber bundle.
